Inastunning victory aided by scandal, Dem- 
ocrat Doug Jones won Alabama’s special Sen- 
ate election on Tuesday, beating back history, 
an embattled Republican opponent and Pres- 
ident Donald Trump, who urgently endorsed 
GOP Roy Moore despite a litany of sexual mis- 
conduct allegations. 

It was the first Democratic Senate victory 
in a quarter-century in Alabama, one of the

The victory by Jones, a former U.S. attor- 
ney best known for prosecuting two Ku Klux 
Klansmen responsible for Birmingham’s in- 
famous 1963 church bombing, narrows the 
GOP advantage in the U.S. Senate to 51-49.

A senator from Northern Virgin- 
ia has submitted a bill to change the 
state’s three-strikes law in the wake of 
a Virginian-Pilot investigation into its 
decades-long hold on nonviolent first- 
time offenders. 

State Sen. Scott Surovell, a Demo- 
crat who represents parts of Fairfax, 
Prince William and Stafford counties, 
confirmed Tuesday that he submitted 
the proposed legislation on Monday. If 
passed, the amendment would direct 
that offenders could be deemed ineli- 
gible for parole under the three-strikes 
law only if they were out of prison be- 
tween each of their three convictions. 

“This three-strikes rule is a hangover
